THE INTERNATIONAL IN AMERICA. 

The purpose of making the United States the 
battle-grouod im the war that Communism is 
waging upon Society, is taking a strong hold 
upon the leaders of the International, Confus- 
ing liberty with license, as they do, they natur- 
ally conclude that the United States are in ad- 
vance of all other countries in the progress 
toward modern Agrarianism, and that the final 
struggle will be the briefer, easier, and more 
decisive here than anywhere else. In European 
countries they find opposed to them the strong 
arm of centralized Goveruments, more or less 
despotic, which suatain standing armies, and 
keep every social movement under police sur- 
veillance. In America, on the other hand, they 
have common rights with all other people.—the 
rights of free speech, of public meetings, of 
secret organization, of every means of 
educeting the people to their ideas 
in an emotional and quasi-Communistic 
fashion. Their leaders and spoKesmen are at 


| liberty to promulgate the most extravagant and 


pernicious ideas without fear of arrest or pun- 
ishment ; and, besides the facilities for prelimi- 
nary organization, they count upon the absence 
of any organized force to oppose them. There 
is no military police in our cities powerful 
enough to meet them at the first sign of vio- 
lence. There is no standing army under the 
control of the General Government to overpower 
them. Ibere are demagogues who will pander 
to them, and peaceful, conservative citizens 
who will fear them. This is the condition of 
things they count on, aud this is why America 
will probably be the favorite field for their 
work. 

We must no longer close our eyes to the dan- 
gers the International .threatens. It is not 
enough to say that they are remote. So were 
the dangers of secession and so was the 
danger of civil war. But secession and 
civil: war came; came with even less 
of a warning than the International is giving 
us now; came sooner than was ex- 
pected; came suddenly when it did 
come, and found us unprepared. The Interna- 
tional is already a formidable organization. 
What other political force asserts itself to-day 
in France, Germany. Russia, Spain, Italy. Great 
Britain, and the United States, as this does ? We 
know what it has done within the past few years 
in France and Spain. The bloody tragedies in 
which it was the moving force are still fresh in 
our memory. The International has quite as 
strong a hold ip Germany, where it has its 
boldest and ablest leaders. We have the testi- 
mony of Strauss, tlie German scholar, that the 
Huns and Vandals of modern civilization,” as 
he properly designates them, infest that country 
in high places and low. They are represented 
even in Parliament, and must be numerous and 
powerful throughout Germany to make them- 
selves heard in spite of so strong and despotic a 
Gevernment as that of Bismarck. In Russia, 
the International is s by the co- 
operation of the student class, and despotism 
alone keeps it under. In Spain, it is al- 
lied with the savage barbarity of the 
mountain districts. In England, it finds 
more freedom of expression, though less 
violent in demonstration. And now, in the 
United States, the movement is heard, like the 
rumblings of a subter:anean fire, warning the 
people of the danger of an irruption. The waru- 
ing must not go unheeded, 

One of the Chicago leaders of the Interna- 
tional said, in one of his speeches, that their. 
victory was to be won at the baliot-box. In this 
he was wrong. The same error which led nim 
to this conclusion has led the International of 
New York to look forward to the co-operation of 
the farmers. The same reason why the Interna- 
tional can never prevail at the ballot-box in this 
country will prevent a coalition with the Farm- 
ers’ Movement. The people who have acquired 
some property, be it more or less, and conse- 
quently have something to lose, are in the ma- 
jority. The farmers of America have property 
to defend. The Internationals here count upon 
a union with the farmers on the basis of 
the system of farming, which is 
that of peasantry and is full of hardships. A 
proposition to vest the title of all land in the 
State, to be farmed out to those who work it for 
just enough to f/ taxes, might meet with favor 
among the cultivators of the soil in Europe, 
bat be seouted by the farmers of America. The 
farmers of this couutry own their own lands. the 
value of which is represented by the improve- 
ments and the state of cultivation, and both at- 
tained by the patience, toil, aad frugality of the 


owners. Any movement that looks to a division 


of property, or tothe arbitrary alienation of title,

reinforced by all the frugal men of the cities and 
towns who have saved anything. The Inter- 
nationals cannot, therefore, nope to succeed ia 
America at the ballot-box. 

Organized force alone could give temporary 
supremacy to doctrines so unuatural and vicious 
as those which the luteruational represents. 
If the struggle must come, it should not find 
either Government or society unprepared for it. 
Organization must be met by organization, and 
force by force. While our system of gov- 
ernment guarantees freedom of thought 
and speech to Oommuniste as well as 
other people, and thus permits them 
to spout their dangerous doctrines, and 
to make couverts among the workingmen if 
they cap, there is all the more reason why we 
should be ready for the struggle when it comes. 
As we cannot dam ap the swelling streams, we 
must be ready for the flood. Whenever and 
wherever Communism shows its teeth, it must 
be driven off. It may bark with impunity. 
Whatever it can accomplish at th: ballot-box 
we must submit to. We cannot stop 
that. But when it begins to bite, it 
must be promptly exterminated. Men 
who have accumulated property must be pre- 
pared to defend it as well against domestic as 
foreign invaders. They must fight for it, if 
necessary, with a better orgauization and in 3 
more determined spirit than those who would 
fight to wrench it from them. We have already 
had the first warning. Ifit be allowed to pass 
unheeded, the second will be lost upon us, and 
some day we sball be surprised at what we may 
already foreseo. Communism is hydra-headed, 
and its venom has been and is now being dis- 
closed in places where it was not suspected. So- 
ciety has numbers on its side, but numbers witb- 
out organization are chaotic and melfiicieant. 
Communism is constantly gaining organization, 
and has all the desperation of those who have 
nothing to lose end everything to gain. It is 
time that every State in the Union should go 
earnestly to work to prepare for the onset of the 
foliowers of Karl Marx, for they mean business, 
not in Paris and Berlin merely, but in New 
York aud Chicago. 

REDUCING EXPENSES. 

When a man's income falls short of his accus- 
tomed expenditure, one of the most natural 
modes of extrication is to reduce the expendi- 
ture. In no other way can an increase of in- 
dobtedness be 80 readily and effectively averted. 
The public debt of the United States is increas- 
ing at the rate of eight to nine millions of dol- 
lars a month, and the two opposing propositions 
of remedy are: 1. To reduce expenditures. 2. 
To increase taxation. The expenditures of our 
Government, excluding the interest on the pub- 
lic debt and pensions, are greater for the same 
objects than are those of any Government in 
Europe. It costs us more to build a ship, and 
in five years it costa for the repair of that ship 
more money than it originally cost. It costs us 
for an army of 30,000 men within ten millions of 
dollars a year what it costs Great Britain to 
maintain an establishment of 128,000 men. We 
have, as a general thing, three men in the Civil 
Service to perform the duties which under Sther 
Governments is performed by ope man. Ap- 
pointments in the Federal service are not regu- 
lated, as to their number or emoluments, by the 
needs of the Government; they are provided so 
as to give each member of Congress a certain 
number of offices to fill in his district, so that by 
the distribution of thig patronage he may 
strengthen his power in the local caucuses of his 
party. When Mr. Dawes met the demand of tlie 
Secretary of the Treasury for increased taxation 
by a proposiiion to investigate the expenditures 
and drop ali that were not necessary, there was 
a general feeling of horror in official circies ut 
Washington. Reduce expenditures, by dis- 
missing the army of civil employes in 
needed, who are, in fact, pensioners upon the 
Government, was not considered a good way to 
preserve the integrity of a party that had suc- 
cessfully put down the Rebellion.

ures of abuses and outrages upon the Treasury 
are becoming of daily occurrence. The New 
York Times publishes a list of the custom- 
houses along the Atlantic coast from Maine to 
Florida, showing the amount of revenue col- 
lecied at each, and the cost of maintenance.

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THE SPRING ELECTIONS. 

There will be an election in New Hampsbire 
in March, at which State officers are to be cho- 
sen; and one in Connecticut in April, at which 
State officers and a Legislature are to be elected 
—the Legislature in the latter State baving to 
choose a Senator in place of Mr. Buckingham. 
The two States have been for many years very 
closely divided, though voting for the Republican 
candidates for President at every election since 
1852. Last year, the Opposition elected Mr. Inger- 
soll Governcr of Connecticut, and obtained a ma- 
jority in one branch of the Legislature. There 
is, of course, a serious anxiety amorg the office- 
holders and party-managers as to the coming 
campaign in both States. A correspondeut of 
the Boston Advertiser, writing from Hartford, 
says: 

What is to come from the nation’s Capital between 
now and Aprilis so delightfully uncertain that the 
average Connecticut Republican, while trembling with 
forebodings, will not care to encumber his judgment 
by any comforting assurances at this distance from 
the scene of battle. If Williams is confirmed, if Ben 
Butler continues to ride rough-shod through Congress, 
if Civil-Service Reform is pressed with the vigor which 
has characterized all White House efforts thus far—if 
these and other things are the best manifestations we 
are to get from Washington, then you may lock fora 
loud key-note from Connecticut.
